Acmenipriabipmedby4S-Admii 
some 150 Generals has been schp'to tho 
Prime Minister by the Imperial Maritimé 
Leaguo, ‘urging him to obtain sanction 
during the present session: toa loan of ond’ 
hundred million pounds for national do- 
fence. Tt wirges that such a step would go 
far to lift national defence above tha arona 
of party, by romoving from that arens, to 
a largo extent, the vexed question of finan- 
cial provision, Tho following is an extract 
from the memorial. 
In the earnest hope of your acceptance 
of the proposal which we thus submit, wo 
would venture respectfully to put before 
you a further suggestion, namely, to: ap- 
point a committee of naval and military 
officers to co-opernte. with the naval and 
military officers of the Bonyd of Atmirity 
aod the Aruy Counct] in formulating a 
scheme (in which the Navy, Army, and 
Aviation should alike be inslnded) for 
spending to tho bost nntinal advantage the 
entirety of this loan. By those moans three 
important ends would be served: 
(1) The inclusion of officers outa
